I have also learnt to see the workman’s point of view as 
I never did before. We began work at 8 a.m., worked till 
12, when we had our lunch in the wood and rested till 
1 o’clock,, then continued until 5.30. We had all our own 
cooking to do, and lived in a tiny cottage, with a kitchen 
and two attic bedrooms. We shared it with two lady 
gardeners who were working in the Mansion House garden. 
We earned 16s. a week, and received coal, milk, vegeta- 
bles and the cottage free. Our half-day was on Saturday 
from 12 o’clock. 

The men had no half-day, and worked from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m. We found them extremely nice to wofk with. They 
were all real Highlanders, and were always so courteous 
and considerate to us. 

It has been an interesting experience. I hope to do it 
again.
